best minds of the medical profession 
and the volunteer aid of hundreds of 
persons who offered home remedies 
failed to save Virginia ilae Cop- 
pins, 19-year-old high school 
girl, 


who is dead here of the hiccoughs 
after more -than a year of suffering 
from the malady. 


In September, 1929, she vras seized 


with her first attack while in s. 
Detroit hospital for an operation. 
The malady apparently was checked 
after 53 days of almost constant 
hiccoughing. During one of he/ at- 
tacks in succeeding months she was 
visiting by thousands of physicians 
•who were in Detroit to attend the 
national convention of the Ameri- 
can Medical association. Her case 
was studied by no less than 5,000 
medical men. 


Four weeks ago an attack began 


which lasted two •weeks, and the at- 
tack which, brought death yesterday 


began a week ago. During her final 
fight against the baffling 
malady 


her temperature reached 107, with a 
pulse of 140 and respiration of 40. 


The hiccoughing was caused by 


a spasmodic 
contraction 
of 
the 


diaphragm brought about through 
the peculiar reaction 
of a nerve. 


Physicians believed that an opera- 
tion might bring relief but did not 
perform one because of the

Setting out from Curtiss 
field, 


Long Island, at 8:50 a. m. E. S. T. 
Captain Hawks, who holds most of 
the major American Jong 
distance 


speed records, flew southward along 
the Atlantic seaboard, and, crossing 
to Cuba from the Florida peninsula, 
arrived here at 6:11,-p. m., 9 hours 
and 21 minutes after his departure. 


He estimated "that, allowing for a 


25-mile headwind, he averaged al- 
most 182 miles an hour for the trip, 
for which he used a small mystery 
monoplane bearing the name 
"13." 


His actual time was 8 hours and 38 
minutes. There were two stops en- 
route, one of 23 minutes at Jackson- 
ville and one of 20 inJnutes at Mi- 
ami. 


He beat by nearly 5 hours the pre- 


vious record of 14 hours, set March 
5, 192S, when the late Wilmer Stultz 
flew here with Charles Levine and 
Miss Mabel Boll in a non-stop trip 
in the airplane Columbia.

Ever since the federal government 


assumed responsibility for the pro- 
tection of migratory birds there has 
been more or less conflict of author- 
ity between the federal government 
and the state and a lack of suffi-

stantial observance of the federal 
bird regulations. 
When the federal 


regulations were first promulgated 
the state laws were generally

In a large number of the states 


prosecution for violation of the bag 
limit regulations cannot be brought 
in. state courts for the reason that 
the state law is not in accord with 
the federal regulation. It looks like 
a simple matter to remedy a. matter 
of this kind. 


At the risk of being accused of 


repetition I will continue to keep 
such matters as this before the pub- 
lic, particularly before the sports- 
men who should be Interested in 
the maintenance of our wild life.

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THE GARBAGE INCINERATOR 
The common council finally has put 


an end to the garbage disposal prob- 
lem by ordering construction of an in- 
cinerator. After weeks of investiga- 
tion, which followed years of agitation, 
definite action was taken 
this week 


and it is hoped the authorization will 
be followed immediately by the actual 
work of construction. 


This is not the first time the prob- 


lem of garbage disposal has been be- 
fore the city government. For years 
it has been under discussion and at one 
time an attempt was made to deter- 
mine whether the proper means of dis- 
posal was by incinerator or by a gar- 
bage reduction plant which produced 
some revenue from its operation. Noth- 
ing ever came of these discussions and 
housewives and business people were 
left with the prpblem of disposing of 
garbage and refuse in the best way 
they could. 


The disposal of garbage, because of 


the sanitation involved, is as much a 
municipal duty as the furnishing of 
water and sewers. The council recog- 
nized this obligation in the action it 
took Wednesday night. 


The location selected for the plant, 


on city property near the geographical 
center of the city, was well chosen. The 
modern incinerator, carefully designed 
and constructed, has none of the ob- 
jectional features charged against the 
earlier plaits. It is riot at all unusual 
for them to be located in business or 
residential districts and there has been 
no cause for complaint. 


Because there are no objectionable 


features connected with garbage in- 
cineration in a modern plant, the coun- 
cil was free to select a site that was 
most advantageous from the standpoint 
of short haul, accessibility and disposal 
of ashes. All these features are com- 
bined to a marked degree in the site 
selected. 


Immediate construction of the plant 


will furnish employment to a number 
of men and it is hoped that the city 
will speed up the necessary prelimin- 
aries so that the building can be start- 
ed before the end of the year. Noth- 
ing will be saved by waiting and the. 
city can well afford to proceed prompt- 
ly for the sake of giving employment 
at a time when it is much needed. 


IDLE TIME READING 


A great public library has ob- 


served that the period of unemploy- 
ment has been accompanied by a 
marked increase in reading of non-fic- 
tion books. The increase in circula- 
tion of fiction in the past September 
over September, 1929, was only half as 
great as the increase in circulation of 
other works.

It 
may be, too, that people out of work 
are taking advantage of -their idle- 
ness to study, either in the hope of 
finding new employment or of ad- 
vancing in their former jobs when they 
are resumed.

BRAZIL'S COFFEE JAG 


"The restlessness of Brazil, like the 


restlessness of many an individual, 
was caused in part at least, by too 
•ntich coff??/' «»v«! the Literary Di- 
gest, not in the sense that it drank 
too much of its own production but 
because of the way the product was 
handled. 


There is a striking similarity be- 


tween the history of Brazil and its 
coffee and the proposed measure sup- 
ported by certain political elements in 
this country concerning the American 
farmer and his product. 


The Brazilian coffee planter some 


time ago became unhappy about the 
uncertainty of markets and price for 
coffee. He never could be sure of what 
he would get for his crop. 
When 


prices were good he could not under- 
stand why they should not always re- 
main that way and eagerly listened to 
the usual proposal to put the govern- 
ment in business to back him. That 
would surely steady things, the coun- 
try was so big and strong. The temp- 
tation was top great for the Brazilian 
government. If it could only keep the 
coffee planter satisfied how happy ev- 
erything would be along the Amazon. 


So it was figured out that .the gov- 


ernment might borrow tens of millions 
of dollars elsewhere in the world, buy 
the coffee from the planter at a fat 
and satisfactory price, store it in the 
warehouses, dole it out carefully to 
the world and maintain a high price. 
At first this plan seemed to succeed 
but that was because of unfavorable 
seasons and again by reason of the high 
post-war 
demand, conditions 
that 


would have normally created a re- 
stricted crop with a large demand and 
consequently high prices. 
By this 


time the Brazilian had resolutely closed 
his senses to the matter of cause and 
effect and to the fact that he was rid- 
ing for a fall and a bad one. 


Higher and higher mounted the price 


of coffee. 
Happier and happier be- 


came the Brazilian planter and increas- 
ingly popular became the Brazilian 
politician. But all was not going well 
in the world. Qther countries having 
climates suitable for coffee-growing 
were displacing jungles with 
coffee 


plantations. The desire to raise this 
valuable product for which the Bra- 
zilian was receiving such good com- 
pensation started competition elsewhere 
in the world in earnest. The high 
price served to cut down the -demand 
for many could not afford the stim- 
ulating cup. Soon the world was rais- 
ing much more coffee than it could 
consume. By 1929 the coffee surplus 
on hand became staggering. The Bra- 
zilian government found itself holding 
the bag or rather about 40,000,000 bags 
of coffee. 
The 
price began to sag, 


then to slip and finally fell over 
the 


hill. The wholesale price of standard 
grades at New York had fallen from 
an average of 23 cents to 10 cents a 
pound. 


The Brazilian people began to take 


account of themselves. 
The 
coffee 


planters were mad at the government 
for not maintaining the price, a price 
that simply could not be maintained. 
The government had invested millions 
of the people's money in an article 
worth about forty per cent of what it 
paid for it. The people who were not 
interested in coffee raising were doub- 
ly mad at the whole blooming busi- 
ness because they had to share the 
load. 


When a people is mad a revolution 


is easy. 


Putting the government into busi- 


ness or trying to have the government 
with the resources of all the people 
subsidize some particular part of the 
people, and then only for the purpose 
of securing an 
unreasonably 
high 


price, has not only failed but worse 
than that resulted in extensive coffee 
plantations throughout the rest of the 
world which will ever be a thorn in 
the side of the Brazilian coffee plant- 
er. 


The bubble has burst as Brazil had 


been told by all its reasoning and con- 
servative element. Now is the time 
for the headache.

LEWIS-CLARK EXPEDITION 


On Nov. 1,-1805, the expedition of Captains 


Meriwether Lewis and William Clark, which had 
been sent by President Jefferson to explore the 
Missouri to its source and to mish forward to 
the coast, reached the Pacific ocean. 


The expedition started in three boats from St. 


Louis in May. 1S04. By the following summer 
they had passed the wild gorge of the Missouri 
kno'wn as the "Gates of the Rocky Mountains," 
and soon afterwards reached the site of what is 
now the capital of Montana. 
In 
August, 
Le-wis and Clark stood on the 


"Crown of the Continent," in the midst of a col- 
orful knot of ridges and peaks from which rise 
the Columbia, the Colorado and the Missouri. 
Early in October they embarked in log canoes 
on a tributary of the Columbia. In November 
they reached the Pacific—"that ocean," says 
Le\vis, which was "the object of all our labors, 
the reward of all our anxieties. 


The work of Le\vis and Clark was of great" 


value. They had found practicable passes through 
the Rockey Mountains, confirmed our claim to 
the "Oregon Country," and opened the way to 
the valley of the Columbia and the Pacific slope.

ment's suit against 47 St. Louis com- 
mission firms for alleged boycott of 
cooperative agencies is expected to 
have the most far-reaching effect of 
any litigation under the packers and 
stock yards-act. 
' 


It will determine definitely -what 


constitutes restraint of trade in the 
stockyards. 


Directly the case involves only 


the quesuon or wnether there has 
been a violation of the law. Indirect- 
ly, it will decide whether- oldline 
commission firms 
are obliged to 


trade with cooperative livestock or- 
ganizations. 


The farm board is not a party 


to the action and the government, 
so far as legal aspects are con- 
cerned, has no interest in the eco- 
nomic fight between the 
coopera- 


tives and the.commission men. 


However, the board's entire co- 


operative livestock marketing pro- 
gram -will be affected by the deci- 
son, whether it be that specific 
failures to deal with the coopera- 
tives constitute a boycott, or have 
been no more than legitimate com- 
petitive practice. 


If adjudged a boycott, the re- 


sult will be further to intrench 
cooperatives on every livestock 
market. If not, they i'ace a 
future filled with uphill flights 
and likely the position of "out- 
siders"

firms dominate

trade.

Washington —(CPA)— Bankers on 


both coasts in close touch with for- 
eign affairs are going- to be asked 
how far the United States can go 
in participatiBg- in an international 
pool to lend silver to Chi .a without 
mixing: !n the Chinese political situ- 
ation. There is in evidence in offi- 
cial circles a desire • to see such a 
loan made as a means to stimulate 
trade wit'i China. 


China is on a silver basis and the 


loan of perhaps 100,000,000 ounces of 
silver would put excess silver stocks 
into circulation and improve the 
statistical position of the white met- 
al, which now is at so low a figure 
as to menace the non-ferrous metal 
mining- industry with serious losses. 


The feeling is that the 
United 


States should no* make such a loan 
alone. In fact there is not the slight- 
est doubt that any attempt to do so 
•woul-1 bring- immediate protest from 
Great Britain or France. The propos- 
al is for an international group to 
make the loan, advancing- the silver 
as needed, under direction of a joint 
board.
